F. of L. technically it has been 
only a committee of union lead­ 
ers, without a constitution or any 
formal rules. 
It was organized by A. F. of L. 
members who thought all the 
w orkers 
In each 
big 
industry 
should belong to one union. They 
had 
sought 
unsuccessfully 
to 
change the A. F. of L. policy of 
organization by craft. 
As the first step tow ard form­ 
ing a new labor federation, the C 
I. O. members voted to hold a con­ 
stitutional convention next fall 
They appointed Philip M urray and

vice-chairman, to m ake arrange­ 
ments.

In addition, the Kelly-Nash or­ 
ganization suffered its first set­ 
back in Chicago in 
five 
years 
when County Judge Edmund K. 
Jarecki earned renomination over 
Circuit Judge John Prystalskl.

Gov. 
Horner came to his aid. So did

Ju st w h at he will say in this 
address, tim ed to reach the larg­ 
est possible radio audience, is un­ 
known. M ost observers, however, 
accept th e W hite House decision 
to retu rn to th e fireside chat tech­ 
nique, a fte r a m essage to congress 
tom orrow on hi* new recovery and 
relief program , as a significant in­ 
dication of the president’s mood. 
It cannot be doubted th a t a new 
pitched b attle over the recovery 
program is in prospect between 
the president and the 
conserva-, 
tive w ing of his partry in con­ 
gress, w hich played a m ajor p a rt 
in th e d efeat of such Roosevelt 
m easures as the suprem e court 
and 
governm ent 
reorganization 
bills. And it is on the recovery 
program th a t the president is ex­ 
pected to concentrate In his di­ 
rect, personal m essage to m illions 
of voters. 
A dm inistration 
aides seem to 
expect a m oderate tone on the 
president's part, although adding 
th a t he w ill deal 
very 
frankly 
with th e business slum p and the 
steps he proposes to m eet it. The 
m ere fact th a t the president felt 
it necessary to take to the air in 
support of his forthcom ing recov­ 
ery program , and the care taken 
about tim ing his broadcast, indi­ 
cate th e im portance attached

th e W hite H ouse to th a t phase of 
the m atter. 
AVant* F irst W ord 
It is obvious th at Mr. Roosevelt 
w ants to have th e first word w ith 
the country in th e new controver­ 
sy over a re tu rn to heavy govern­ 
m ent expenditures. 
His 
tactics 
tend to in v ite public pressure on 
congress for the prom pt carrying 
out of his recom m endations. 
It is recalled th a t the president 
has never m ade any general sum ­ 
m ation of th e results of his long 
series of conferences with busi­ 
ness and oth er groups in search of 
ways and m eans of checking the 
business slum p. In som e adm inis­ 
tration q u arters there is expecta­ 
tion th a t th e fireside address will 
go over th a t ground, 
perhaps to 
trace the causes of th e recession 
as th e president sees them . 
W hether 
th a t 
will include an 
Indictm ent of business leadership 
for failu re to tak e up the recovery 
load as governm ent spending was 
tapered off last year rem ains to be 
seen. 
It is obvious to observers,

Federal Regulations Re­ 
quire Use of Cer­ 
tain Gear

Marquette, Mich.— Because 
of 
numerous violations of the motor 
boat act in and about Marquette 
in the last two years, A. F. Pitt­ 
man, commander of the 
United 
States coast guard patrol 
boat 
Nansemond, pointed out yesterday 
that if a boat under 16 feet 
in 
length is designed for 
outboard 
motor use, it must have the re­ 
quired equipment of a Class I mo­ 
torboat. 
Pittman also said that lf such a 
boat is designed for outboard mo­ 
tor use, it also must be numbered. 
“lf the boat is under 16 feet in 
length and not so designed, it does 
not have to be numbered,” he said 
Rowboat Not Covered 
As an example, Pittman pointed 
out that an ordinary 12-foot row 
boat propelled by an outboard mo 
tor is not subject to the number­ 
ing act, but a 12-foot outboard 
racing boat, since it is designed 
only for use with a motor, must 
be numbered. 
“The 
numbering 
provision, 
however, should not be confused 
with the equipment provisions of 
the motorboat act,” he remarked 
"When a 12-foot rowboat attaches 
an outboard motor, it becomes a 
Class I motorboat under the pro 
visions of the motorboat laws and 
must have the necessary 
equip­ 
ment on board.” 
Failure to 
comply 
with 
the 
equipment provision requirement 
involves a penalty of $100 against 
the owner, it was said. 
“ Violations have 
been 
many 
here lately among the small boats 
that put out from Middle Island 
point and Presque Isle harbor,” 
Pittman 
reported, 
“The 
coast 
guard and other departments en­ 
forcing navigation and motorboat 
laws of the United States are not 
allowed to give warning even in 
a first offense, and a boat being 
reported will be held liable for the 
fines in the U. S. courts, or as ad 
vised by the secretary of commerce 
or collector of the customs.” 
In cases of violations for 
not 
having fire fighting apparatus and 
proper life jackets, the fines will 
not be remitted. 
Among equip­ 
ment required in a Class I motor­ 
boat are an approved life jacket 
fog whistle, fire extinguisher and 
a copy of pilot rules. 
Anyone seeking more detailed 
information regarding the motor­ 
boat laws may contact the United 
States coast guard station or the 
coast guard patrol boat 
Nanse- 
mond in Marquette, Pittman said.

However, there is a reason. 
Michigan 
housewives buy Maine potatoes 
because 
the foreign-grown product looks more at­ 
tractive to them. 
For many years, Maine potatoes 
have 
been preferred by American housewives 
Attractive packaging, grading an$ adver­ 
tising have been fundamental factors in 
the creation of this consumer demand. 
The state legislature of Maine appro 
priated $25,000 in 1935 for advertising 
and research. 
A large part of the crop is 
packed in red, white and blue peck paper 
bags that now form such a colorful section 
in the grocery stores of the Atlantic sea­ 
board and as far inland as Ohio and Illi­ 
nois. 
Another bright idea was to put six 
jumbo baking potatoes in a long 
paste­ 
board box. 
These have had ready sale, 
especially in the larger cities. 
These merchandising ideas have been 
largely directed by G. C. Stone, who left 
his native Aroostock county as a lad to 
serve a national chain grocery 
firm 
in 
various parts of the nation. 
The state of Michigan, particularly the 
Upper Peninsula is able to produce pota­ 
toes that are equal or even better in qual­ 
ity than those grown in Maine. 
We still 
can learn a lot from the Maine growers as 
to the most effective way of 
marketing 
these products, however.

You hear those things, but you 
don’t 
hear them from the men whom industry 
has not yet “absorbed.” 
You don’t hear 
them from their wives. You won’t be hear 
ing them from those young men who will 
be spending 52 weeks of their first year 
out of school looking for a job. 
Perhaps there will be such hardy and 
dramatic “stunts” sometime in the future 
which will attract the nation’s attention, 
arouse its admiration, even evoke assorted 
cries of envy. Perhaps there will be spec 
tabular individuals setting out in the win 
ter, bare-handed and insufficiently 
clad, 
just for a stunt, to tackle the problem of 
making a living. 
The country’s pioneers didn’t arouse a 
great deal of 
wonder 
and 
admiration 
among their contemporaries. There were 
too many of them. The men who set out on 
job-trapping expeditions in the industrial 
wilds don’t quite excite the amount of at­ 
tention due them today, and certainly not 
the admiration. 
It might not be a bad idea to distribute

around. Send one unemployed

T 
HE organization of a Safe Riders club 
in Escanaba should help considerably 
to stem the wave of bicycle accidents that 
has been noted in recent years. 
Statisticians of a nationally known life 
insurance company report that the 
boys 
and girls, on their bicycles, are becoming 
an increasingly serious 
traffic 
hazard. 
Deaths caused through collisions between 
automobiles and bicycles were double the 
number in both 1936 and 1937 of those 
resulting from such accidents in 1935, and 
the brunt of these fatalities 
have 
been 
borne by youth. 
Although cycling has enjoyed a marked 
revival of popularity among adults also, 
more than three-quarters of 
the 
deaths 
through bicycle-automobile collision acc! 
dents among the 
insurance 
company’s 
male industrial policyholders in 1937 oc­ 
curred in the age period of IO to 19 years. 
Estimates for the United States place 
the number of deaths resulting from col 
lisions between bicycles and automobiles 
at about 700 in 1936 and in 1937, 
and 
about 350 in 1935 
The explanation for 
this sudden increase appears to lie iu the 
increasing use of public highways by boys 
riding bicycles. 
“ Motorists will not be surprised at these 
findings,” say the statisticians. “The un­ 
predictable actions of boy 
cyclists 
have 
given them many anxious moments. Youth­ 
ful cyclists will swerve suddenly aud wide­ 
ly, often in the direction of an approach­ 
ing car. They cut across 
traffic 
lunes, 
pedalling furiously, and 
depending 
on 
their speed and skill for safety. They dart 
into a road from between 
parked 
cars, 
quite often with another lad sitting on the 
handlebars. 
Many of the them Mill race 
along in front of an automobile for blocks 
before yielding the right of way. 
“At night, because of the absence 
of 
lights or reflectors on their wheels, they 
loom up suddenly in the path of a car. 
In 
the hayday of the bicycle in the gay nine­ 
ties laws requiring the carrying of liglits 
after dark were strictly enforced, 
while 
today, with road hazards vastly increased 
by the automobile, few’ cyclists 
take 
the 
trouble to carry a light at night. 
It 
is 
very fortunate that in some states 
and 
localities the authorities have taken steps 
to remedy this situation. Motorists, them­ 
selves, also, must contribute their share 
in reducing the toll.”

Tokyo—The most indelibly 
militaristic 
caste In Japan tod^y is not the army, but 
the “white collar” people. 
Compared to them the soldiers run 
a 
poor second. 
It is in this section of Japanese 
life, 
roughly the middle class, that swords rat­ 
tle loudest, and war-fever burns brightest. 
The office worker is a confirmed 
chau­ 
vinist. 
The small business man Is 
more 
bellicose than the most jingoistic general. 
The medium salary earner believes 
im­ 
pliedly in Japan’s “divine” mission. 
Foreigners conventionally picture Japan 
as a nation ground down by Its war lords. 
They compare modern Japan to 
pre-war 
Germany. 
They like to believe the aver­ 
age Japanese grinds his teeth and cusses 
about his taxes every time he sees a uni­ 
form. 
— PICTURE IS WRONG— 
What is wrong with the picture Is that 
few Japanese fit into it. 
Some liberals 
and Intellectuals definitely do. 
And 
the 
white collar man Just as definitely 
does 
not. 
There are two reasons why he does not. 
One Is emotional. 
He has a strong af­ 
finity for the army, and all it represents. 
His feeling derives partly from his 
ow’n 
term of military service, and partly from 
the fact that the frugal simplicity of army 
life Is so much like his own. 
The other Is material. 
He believes in 
war as the best, lf not the only, 
imple­ 
ment for solving his problems 
and 
im­ 
proving his condition. 
Like most Japanese, he leans heavily on 
tradition and precedent. He believes his­ 
tory shows that nations have become rich 
and powerful through 
war, 
or 
were 
strong enough to retain, by threat of war, 
what they acquired in time of peace. That, 
he says, is tradition. Therefore, he argues, 
struggle Is the Immutable law, and great 
rewards come only to the warlike. 
— MRS. X SPEAKS— 
To understand his attitude, examine Mr. 
X, the average Japanese, at close range: 
He earns only 200 yen a month. Math­ 
ematically, It Is equal to $58, but its buy­ 
ing power in Japan is roughly equivalent 
to $110 In the United States. 
He pays 30 yen (8.70) a month rent on 
a four-room house, Japanese style, which 
means It Is unheated, unfurnished, poor­ 
ly lighted. 
He cannot afford an automo­ 
bile. His radio has only two tubes. He pays 
50 sen (14 cents) for luncheon, 
6 
sen 
(1.8 cents ( for his newspaper, and 
14 
sen (4 cents) for his package of 
cigaar- 
ettes. 
In proportion, his forelgn-style clothes 
are more expensive. Hence, he wears his 
suit only to the office. At home, he slips 
into a kimono and sandals. 
— JAPAN’S DESTINY HIS— 
When he was 29, and five years out of 
college, he married. 
His wife bore three 
children. 
Mr. X was 
disappointed 
that 
two were girls. 
Mrs. X, in poor health, is 
perennially worried about having another 
child. 
His recreation costs are down to an ir­ 
reducible minimum. 
He takes the family 
to the parks, or for a stroll In that part 
of th© country accessible by street 
car. 
About once a month, he sees a movie. To 
go “out” to dinner ut a restaurant is an 
infrequent luxury. 
Now, seen through his own 
personal 
prism, what does ho think about Japan's 
war with China? 
“Japan,” he replies, 
“ must 
be 
the 
stabilizing force in 
the 
Orient. 
Japan 
must assume responsibility for peace and 
order in this part of tho world.” 
Remember this is not the army speak­ 
ing through some 
official 
mouthpiece. 
This is Mr. X, the average Japanese. 
Of course, he read that somewhere. And 
he has been hearing it over the radio for 
months. The important thing is that he 
believes it. 
But the war is expensive. His taxes are 
rising sharply. 
“ Oh, yes. I now pay 71 yen income tax, 
plus city and prefectural taxes. The total, 
In direct and Indirect taxation, is 
about 
60 per cent higher than two years ago." 
He adds that commodity prices and gen­ 
eral living costs have mounted 
in 
the 
same manner. 
And he says — 
“Of course, nobody likes this. 
But tho 
war was forced on us by 
Russia 
and

The Capital 
Parade

Washington, April 13.— The 
President 
has promised to make his first real attack 
on the depression in a relief message to 
Congress and fireside chat on 
Thursday. 
The do-nothing months are over; the time 
for action has come. . Since 
do-nothing 
policies have always been demanded of the 
government by business, if s unusually in­ 
teresting to know whether the thinking of 
the business community has been changed 
by a winter of governmental stagnation. 
The answer appears to be that It 
has 
not. 
In the last few days, four eminently 
important New York bankers, half a dozen 
leaders in the affairs of business’s 
whis­ 
pering gallery, the New York Stock Ex­ 
change, and several powerful 
industrial­ 
ists have been asked to express their pri­ 
vate opinions of the state of the nation, 
and to offer their own remedies. 
Summing up the answers 
briefly, 
and 
perhapa a little unkindly, 
these 
distin­ 
guished business men were all profoundly 
gloomy about the state reached by the na­ 
tion after a winter of governmental inac­ 
tion. 
Yet they 
unanimously 
suggested 
that more inaction, only slightly tempered 
by kindliness to business, was the 
only 
policy 
Many major problems were mentioned 
by one or another of the business men. A 
stock broker was deeply interested in the 
clearing up of the railroad situation; 
a 
banker thought the social security reserve 
deflationary; an industrialist 
found 
the 
social security taxes burdensome, and still 
another banker, w'ho 
subscribes 
to 
the 
monetary theory of economics, was 
dis­ 
turbed by the administration’s failure to 
desterilize its gold hoard. But taxes, utili­ 
ties and the President’s "attitude” 
were 
the three things on which everyone was 
unanimous. 
TRIPLE BATTLE CRY 
Taxes, utilities and the President’s “at­ 
titude” have become shibboleths in 
the 
speech of the business community. 
The 
same business leaders, when they 
were 
asked to express their views at the start 
of the new depression, were inclined 
to 
minimize one or another of these 
three 
problems. 
This time, their crying out on 
them was so exactly repetitious, even as 
to language, that the total effect was al­ 
most ludicrous. 
In the first place, of course, everyone 
asked that the President change his 
“a t­ 
titude.” 
Some suggested that he ought to 
make a statement promising to let 
“the 
cattle take on fat.” 
Others admitted that 
to ask a man to change his “attitude” was 
a trifle impractical, but added 
that 
all 
was probably lost unless the change could 
be made. 
In the second, everyone wanted a “peace 
W'ith the utilities.” 
Let the utilities know 
where they stand, let them make a reason­ 
able profit, or at least be 
certain 
how 
much they are expected to lose, was the 
reasonable plea of all the business men. 
Again, they were all vague 
about 
how' 
this could be done, however, and those 
who were most specific simply demanded 
that the administration retrace its steps 
on its utilities policy— one of 
the 
most 
popular policies the New Deal has father­ 
ed. 
THE ONLY CHANGE 
In the laments on the subject of the un­ 
distributed profits and capital gains taxos 
appeared the only change in tone from las^ 
autumn. 
Last autumn, most 
of 
these 
same men were of the opinion 
that, 
as 
soon as repeal of the undistributed 
pro­ 
fits tax has been voted by the Senate or 
House, the situation would begin to im­ 
prove at once. 
Repeal has now been voted 
by the Senate, but none 
was 
ready 
to 
predict early economic improvement. 
Instead, some said that 
repeal 
had 
come "too late,” while others complained 
that the President had not approved re­ 
peal, and still others promised that 
the 
improvement would be at hand lf the con­ 
ference on the tax bill was not protracted 
and accepted the Senate repeal 
amend­ 
ment. 
A LESSON FOR BUSINESS MEN 
So much for the program on which all 
the business men were unanimous. 
Ex­ 
cept for the three things mentioned above, 
there seemed to be no great 
anxiety 
to 
have tho administration do anything very 
specific. 
And it was exceedingly interest­ 
ing that, after the matters discussed 
by 
all those questioned, the thing next most 
frequently mentioned was the decline of 
the President’s power in Congress, 
This 
was viewed as an immensely hopeful sign, 
since, as one man said, “he won’t be able 
to do much except talk.” 
An important footnote to this demand 
for executive impotence, and one that has 
a proper place here, is the history of the 
President’s recent railroad message. 
On 
the railroad problem, the most pressing 
in the present depression, and the one off- 
ferine some hope of solution, the 
Presi­ 
dent has accepted his impotence. 
He has 
sent a large selection of different plans to 
Congress, with a gentle 
suggestion 
that 
something ought to be done.

industries. 
In th e p ast A u stria’s heavy in d u s­ 
try has exported a good p a rt of its 
products, thereby producing 
fo r­ 
eign exchange w ith which A ustria 
bought essential raw 
m aterials, 
such as cotton, copper and wool. 
H ereafter G erm any will be A us­ 
tria ’s chief m arket, but G erm any 
will not tu rn 
over 
to 
A u stria 
firm s th e foreign exchange neces­ 
sary to purchase those raw m a te ­ 
rials on which a large p a rt of h er 
industry depends. 
A u stria’s 
re ­ 
ciprocal tariff relation* have been 
cut off. She is on th e blacklist of 
the United States and o th e r coun­ 
tries which insist on fair play 
in 
foreign trade. 
I 
A u stria a g ricu ltu re will be sim ­ 
ilarly handicapped. W ith only one- 
tenth of 
G erm any’s 
population, 
A ustria im ports one-third as m uch 
grain. She is m uch m ore depend­ 
ent upon foreign 
food 
supplies. 
G erm any’s policy of au tarch y has 
not only m ade all food expensive 
but has also reduced its 
quality. 
A ustrians will soon be eating G er­ 
m an y ’s u npalatable potato bread. 
Their fam ous pastries, instead of 
being m ade w ith eggs and cream 
will be m an u factu red 
from 
th e 
Ersatz m aterial which G erm an y ’s 
able 
scientists 
have 
developed 
even from th e codfish. These sub­ 
stitu tes give no offense 
to 
th e 
eye b u t prom ptly reveal th e ir a n ­ 
cestry to th e sense of taste.

A ll o n th e A lta r o f A rm a m e n t 
F or th e past few years G erm any 
has sacrificed her production for 
export to th e insatiable dem ands 
of rearm am en t. Now A ustria must 
follow suit. H er forest area, equal 
to one-third of G erm any’s, will be 
exploited for G erm any’s 
benefit. 
A ustrian tim ber, 
tho 
c o u n try ’s 
most im p o rtan t soil product will 
bo devoted alm ost exclusively 
to 
arm a m e n t dem ands. G erm any hns 
already sacrificed her long tra d i­ 
tion of forest conservation to the 
F o u r Y ear Plan. 
G erm an y ’s steel ind u stry has, 
for som e tim e, controlled a good 
part of A ustria's. It has endeavor­ 
ed to close sm aller, less profitable 
A ustrian plants 
to 
co ncentrate 
production in the R u h r 
d is tric t 
The A ustrian Governm ent oppos­ 
ed this 
consolidation. 
A u stria’s 
plants sold th eir 
m anufactured 
products to Poland 
in 
exchange 
for cheap coal. F rom now on such 
A ustrian industries as are pei n u t­ 
ted to survive, will buy their coal 
from G erm any at a hig h er price. 
Nazi econom ists may point out 
th a t before 
annexation 
A ustria 
was in a hopeless condition. They 
will cite th e passive 
trad e 
bal 
once, th e co n stan t financial diffi 
culties, th e heavy deficit in 
the 
food supply, th e 4 00,000 
u nem ­ 
ployed, and th e all-im portant fact 
th a t the death rate was 
higher 
than the birth rate. 
But all these things were 
tru e 
only because 
A ustria 
suffered 
from 
dictatorship 
w ithin 
and 
without. Had A ustria been free of 
outside control, able to organize 
a D anubian union, she could have 
become the ce n ter of a group 
of 
small powers in the Danube basin 
which m ight have found economic 
salvation in a free exchange

goods am o n g themselves.

forever destroyed by the m isn am ­ 
ed peace treaties of 1918 and the

Realizing 
the 
increasing Im­ 
portance of the Thompson state 
fish hatcheries in the promotion 
of this county’s summer 
tourist 
industry, the 
Manistique 
Lions 
club Tuesday evening decided to 
purchase signature registers 
for 
the 
hatcheries. 
In this manner, 
some idea of the thousands 
of 
tourists who visit the hatcheries 
each sum m er will be available. 
Although accepted by the tour­ 
ist visitors as an extremely inter­ 
esting place and by the sportsmen 
as an efficient factory to 
keep 
Michigan lakes and streams well 
stocked w ith fish, the Thompson 
hatcheries and their importance 
to Schoolcraft county are 
little 
known to a large percentage 
of 
county residents. 
The Thompson hatcheries have 
two units, Unit No. 2 being classi­ 
fied as th e largest known brook 
trout hatchery in the world today. 
Unit No. 2 known as the Thomp­ 
son Spring Hatchery is 
located 
seven miles from Manistique off 
US-2, on County Road 149 
just 
one mile north of Thompson. Unit 
No. I known as the Thompson 
Creek Hatchery, is located 
six 
miles from Manistique on High­ 
way 
US-2, 
at 
the 
Village 
of 
Thompson. Stanley Shust is super­ 
intendent of the Thompson hatch­ 
eries. 
Unit No. I was placed in oper-! 
ation in 1922. This unit is equip­ 
ped with 78 
hatching 
troughs 
capable of handling up to .12 mil­ 
lion lake trout eggs and up to 5 
million lake tro u t fry. The build­ 
ing is also equipped 
with 
128 
glass hatching jars 
capable 
of 
hatching up to 60 million wall­ 
eyed pike eggs and up to 20 mil­ 
lion whitefish eggs. In 1937, more 
than l l million 
walleyed 
pike 
were hatched and planted and ov­ 
er I Vz million lake trout were 
hatched and planted from 
this 
hatchery. 
Unit No. 2 was first placed in 
operation in 1929. This unit id 
equipped 
with 
344 
hatchery 
troughs arranged In such a man­ 
ner that the w ater is used twice in 
the hatchery and then passes out 
of the building into trout race­ 
ways. 
Brook, 
brown 
and 
rainbow 
trout are hatched at this building 
and raised to a 
fingerling 
age 
from five to ten months. 
Thou­ 
sands of these tro u t are used to 
stock rearing stations at Boney, 
Eckerman and Marquette, where 
they are raised during the sum­ 
mer and planted in the fall. Oth­ 
ers are held In the troughs all 
summer and still others are plant­ 
ed directly from the troughs 
to 
small feeder stream s. 
In 1937, over two million brook 
trout. 300,000 brown trout 
and 
160,000 
rainbow 
trout 
were 
hatched, raised and planted. 
Several attractive exhibit ponds 
are m aiutained at Unit No. I for 
the convenience of visitors. Adult 
brook trout, brown and rainbow 
trout can be 
viewed 
in 
these 
ponds. Albino brook trout 
and 
sturgeon can also be seen. 
All of the ponds at Unit No. I 
and Unit No. 2 are spring fed na­ 
tural streams, 
the finest in the 
world for the raising of trout. 
In addition to the fish hatched 
and raised 
at 
the 
hatcheries, 
many thousands of small mouth 
bass, bluegills 
and 
perch 
are 
planted in the public waters of 
this area. 
These fish are trans­ 
ferred to the Thompson hatcher­ 
ies from lower Michigan stations. 
Attractive Surroundings 
All lake trout and whitefish are 
planted in the waters of the Great 
Lakes. All brook, brown and rain­ 
bow trout are planted in waters of 
nine counties of 
this 
district. 
These fish are planted only in wa­ 
ters that are open to the public 
for fishing. 
Much fishing Is done in lakes 
and stream s by both natives and 


tourists. 
Lakes and stream s in 
this area would be quickly deplet­ 
ed, if they were not 
restocked. 
Public interest in fishing demands 
this work, as fishing is a valuable 
lure to this area. 
Unit No. I is located near the 
shore of Lake Michigan near a 
natural spring fed stream which 
supplies the water for the race­ 
way,. The grounds are among the 
most attractive in the state with 
green lawn and satisfying shade 
trees. 
Visitors may spend hours 
strolling on the grass among the 
raceways, 
seeing the fish jum p 
for grasshoppers and other 
bugs 
they throw into the water. Inside 
the building the visitors may view 
the actual hatching of eggs in sea­ 
son. An exhibit of preserved fish 
Is on display. 
Unit No. 2 is settled in a beau­ 
tiful area, surrounded by cedars. 
There likewise a visitor may en­ 
joy the spacious green lawn and 
the many shade trees. A beautiful 
natural spring is on the grounds 
where visitors may 
obtain 
pure 
spring water. The spring has a 
capacity of 1400 gallons per min­ 
ute and is the entire source of 
w ater supply for the hatchery. 
Visitors are welcome a t any time. 
An additional service, 
im port­ 
ant to the tourist, is obtainable at 
the hatchery. First hand Inform a­ 
tion of the better fishing places 
the area affords is provided freely 
at the hatcheries. Any questions 
will be answered and suggestions 
and recommendations are always 
welcome.

FIREFIGHTING 
WORK BEGINS 


Equipment Is Distributed 
to Strategic Spots 
in Woods Areas 


Lansing— Distribution has been 
started of some of the equipment 
which will be used to fight what­ 
ever forest fires occur in Michi­ 
gan this year. 
This procedure is part of 
the 
annual spring job of getting ready 
for the fire season which is re­ 
garded as usually beginning about 
this time in the lower peninsula 
and from a week to two weeks 
later in the upper peninsula, vari­ 
ances in time being due to weath­ 
er conditions. 
The equipment now being tak­ 
en out of winter storage consists 
of shovels, axes, back pumps, pails 
and other kinds of 
small 
tools 
used in fire fighting. 
The equip­ 
ment is being distributed to that 
part of 
the 
fire 
organization 
known as "key men,” selected in­ 
dividuals who are not 
full-time 
employes of the department 
of 
conservation but who are 
sum­ 
moned to duty when needed 
to 
fight a fire. 
They comprise an 
augmentary but trained force scat­ 
tered through 
the 
fire 
region 
which can be mobilized quickly in 
times of emergency, fully equip­ 
ped to go into quick action. 
Other preparations for the fire 
season which are now underway 
consist of such chores 
as 
rein­ 
stalling maps and aledades in the 
fire towers, replacing treads on 
the ladders by which the towers 
are scaled and hooking up com­ 
munication lines. 
The call to towermen in 
the 
spring is issued as soon as weath­ 
er conditions suggest danger of 
fire. 
Usually the first towermen 
to take up their vigil are those 
whose towers are located in the 
grassy areas which are likely to 
dry out first. 
In the past among 
the first towermen to go on duty 
are those in the Allegan, 
Glad 
win, Norway and Escanaba 
re 
gions.

The lusty paths of the Ameri­ 
can lumberjack have all but faded 
out in the new growth of farms 
and towns and cities that follow­ 
ed their wake from Maine to Ore­ 
gon. 
And it is high time that the 
saga of the tall timbers be ade­ 
quately recorded. 
Stewpan H. Holbrook, himself a 
logger, has done this in his rous­ 
ing book, “Holy Old Mackinaw” 
and one will go a long way to 
match his epic tale. 
Epic because the American lum­ 
berjack is certainly one of the 
most colorful characters the na­ 
tion ever produced. 
In his hey­ 
day he cut a mighty swath across 
the continent, opening up whole 
states, pushing back whole fron­ 
tiers, and for that matter he still 
swings through the dark forests 
of the Pacific northwest. 
But 
the 
lumberjack, 
1938 
brand, is a far cry from the tobac­ 
co-chawing, 
two-fisted, 
hard- 
drinking helions who laid low the 
Maine woods in the early 1800s, 
moved on with majestic sweep to 
Michigan and Minnesota still lat­ 
er, and finally hit trail’s end in 
the far west only a few years ago. 
They boasted of “logger's small­ 
pox,” pits on their bodies left by 
steel-chalked boots of their oppo­ 
nents, worked 14-hour days and 
they felled so much timber that at 
one time in Bangor the channel 
to the sea clogged with pine slabs 
and the army dredges had to clear 
it out. 
But the ax went on swinging 
and the timber 
barons 
moved 
scarcely a jump ahead buying up 
whole townships at 12% cents to 
$1.25 an acre. 
Roaring 
camps 
and gaudy ladles followed close 
behind. 
Then suddenly the whole 
business stopped as quickly al­ 
most as it had started. 
The big 
job was done. 
So Mr. Holbrook writes of a 
vanishing race of strong men and 
his book is likely to be the best 
definitive history of this ramb­ 
ling logger that we are likely to 
see for some time.
